POLITICAL OFFENDERS BEFORE RETURNING 


Philadelphia Dodger of the 


Draft is "Laying Low"

Eberbach People Are Ex-

EBERBACH, Germany, Jan. 
31.— 


Colonel Kyle Hucker. judge advocate 
ot the American army of occupation 
at Coblenz. has begun an investigation 
of the attempt to kidnap Grover Cleve- 
land Bergdoll, of Philadelphia. Ameri- 
can millionaire, draft dodger, and it 
•was reported today Col. Rucker has 
asked for the two American prisoners 
—Charles Neaf, of 
Baltimore and 


Frank Zimmer, of Denver—promising 
that they would be tried by an Amer- 
ican court martial. 


CoL Bagby of the U. S. military of- 


lice at Coblenz was quoted as saying 
that the two prisoners were not con- 
nected -with the military intelligence 
bureau, such matters as the Bergdoll 
incident coming under the department 
of criminal investigation" of the pro- 
Tost marshal. 


BergdoM declares that he has no in- 


tention o£ becoming a German citizen. 
On the contrary, he hopes to return 
to the TJ. S. possibly this year. He 
said he had reason to believe from 
statements made to him by "spies" 
that a decree of amnesty for political 
prisoners will be proclaimed at Wash- 
ington after the Harding administra- 
tion takes office 
in. March 
-which 


would enable him to go back to Phila- 
delphia.

Bergdoll and his chauffeur Eugene 
Stecher, had become naturalized Ger- 
man citizens.")

Stecher was born in Baden but was 


taken to the U. S. at the age of five 
by his parents. 


Bergdoll has become a hero and 


martyr in the eyes of many of the 
Eberbach townsfolk. 
But this hero 


worship is giving away to anti-Ameri- 
can feeling and a wave of "spyphobia" 
that is nearly hysterical in its inten- 
sity. The latter reminds one of war 
time. The International News Service 
correspondent who 
was the 
first 


American to reach Eberbach following 
the attempt to shoot Bergdoll, found 
it expedient to report to .the police 
immediately to prove his identity. 


This high feeling has been intensi- 


fied by the alleged statement attrib- 
uted to Neaf that if he were impris- 
oned a company of American soldiers 
would come from Coblenz and release 
him. 
This together with the shooting dur* 


ing the attempt to seize the American 
has caused much excitement. 


The people are especially bitter be- 


cause one ot the bullets, evidently in- 
tended for Bergdoll, wounded 16-year- 
old Lena Link.

Bergdoll and Stecher have been living 
quietly and apparently indifferent to 
the hornet's nest that was stirred up 
about them, but their tranquility has 
now been shaken.

President Wilson Quickly 


Rejects Recommendation 
of Attorney-General 


MAKES NO COMMENT 
Palmer Would Have Opened 


Socialist's Cell Morning 
of Lincoln Day 


WASHINGTON. Jan 31.—President 


Wilson has denied a commutation of 
sentence for Eugene V. Debs. Social- 
ist leader, the white house announced 
toda>. 


Attorney General Palmer 
recom- 


mended to the president that Dfbs. 
who is now serving a sentence for vio- 
lation of the espionage act, should be 
released on Feb. 12. 


The president's action was swift and 


terse. Attorney General Palmer sub- 
mitted recommendation for clemency 
on Saturday night. It went to the 
president this morning for consider- 
ation. 


He wrote across the face of the pa- 


pers "denied." and ordered it return- 
ed to the department of justice. 


So far as" is known the president 


gave no reason for turning down the 
attorney general's recommendation. 
His consideration of the petition must 
necessarily have been brief as the 
papers did not reach him until this 
forenoon. 


President Wilson's decision means 


the Socialist leader, who tvas convict- 
ed of violation of the espionage act 
two years ago, will have to remain in 
the federal prison at least until Aug- 
ust 11, 1922, when he becomes eligible 
for parole. 
With the good conduct 


allowance, his term of ten years will 
expire on December 28. 1925. 


The appeal for presidential clemen- 


cy was the final effort of two years* 
fight that has been made for Debs' 
freedom. 
The. supreme court upheld 


his conviction* the same day it up- 
held the "consUtuflohality of "the law" 
under which he was convicted, so no 
further action can be expected from 
that source. 


Debs' friends probably will appeal 


to President Harding for clemency 
after he assumes office March 4, but 
with little chance of success. During 
the campaign Senator Harding was 
asked by a person in his audience 
whether he would extend clemency to 
Debs and he replied shortly that he 
would not.

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MOTHERS OF MURDERED AND ACCUSED 
EXCHANGE SMILES OF SYMPATHY IN COURT 
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Compelling Disarmament 


A 


T the hearings before the House naval affairs committee last 


week, Henry White, former ambassador to France and 


member of the Peace Commission, was asked if he thot thej 
great powers would agree to a plan for disarmament. "My im- 
pression is." he replied, "that the people would compel them to 
disarm. They are all suffering from taxation. Public opinion 
would bring the governments to the point of increasing disarma- 
ment." 
Politicians who were brot up to play the diplomatic game 


as it was played during the first decade of the twentieth cen- 
tury cannot be expected cheerfully to throw away their stakes 
of steel and flesh. A gesture that is majestic when a great 
army or an o\erwhelmmg navy moves with it is otherwise cheap 
and theatrical. Disarmament will require more enlightened 
statesmen. It will compel the elder generation to depart.

Children And The Income Tax

OR all the numerous complaints concerning the income tax 


there is one class — perhaps the largest and the most un-' 


justly dealt with — that has said not a word. An exemption of 
two hundred dollars is made for each child. 
Whether ourj 


legislators are aware of it or not, this is entirely and absurdly 
inadequate. 
Children are much more expensive guests than such .an 


estimate indicates. As the matter stands, the father of A fam- 
ily is taxed much more heavily, considering his responsibilities, 
than hjs bachelor neighbors. If the law was arranged this way 
in order to discourage children and encourage the growing 
tendency toward childlessness in the middle classes nt is well 
calculated to exert an influence in that direction. If the small 
exemption was accidental or thotless, it should be increased. 
There are already enough penalties imposed by nature and so- 
ciety on the bearing and rearing of the coming generation. 


* The bachelor's earning power is equivalent to the earning 


power of the married man. The wife without children is an 
asset economically, not a liability, and should be so considered. 
The men and women who remain unmarried, preferring freedom 
to the burden of maintaining the race, and the husband and 
wife who choose to avoid children rather than assume the added 
care and expenditure, tho they have every right to their choice, 
must be considered spendthrifts of life from a biological point 
of view.
